non lsw. The second point treats of the appoint- 
menitot Episcopal consulters, to be known as 
Canons like Roman chapters, and with similar 
duties, and the limitation of the number of rectors 
for each diocese. ‘ue third point relates to the 
improvement in the method of nvuminating 
Episcupul candidates. The fourth point relates 
to the lmprovemeut in the method of pastoral 
diocesan Visitalions and iu che rules creating the 
diocesan ciergy. He also proposes to estabiish 
ecclesiastical courts aud try cases of discipline. 
A report ou the abuses arisiug from picnics, fairs 
and other -uch entertainmeuts tu improve and 
maintain Cliris.ian schovis and a report on the 
best method of preserving the church property.

MUST HAVE PORK. 

The timid who feared that this country 
would be devastated by the exclusion of 
toys, cosmetics, bric-a-bac, adulterated 
wines and eau de Cologne, in an attempt to 
vindicate the commercial honor of the Amer- 
ican hog, can nowrest in peace. The friends 
‘of the noble animal are rising up in muiti- 
tudes on the other side of the water, and 
proclaiming him the peer of anything that 
wears bristles. Prof. Vircnow, who stands 
at the head of the physical scientists of Ger- 
many, declares that no sample of trichinous 
meat from America has been discovered in 
Germany for ten years, and that the prohibi- 
tion against American pork is utterly illog- 
teal, unnecessary and unjustifiable on saai- 
tary grounds. He will so report at the re- 
quest of the French Chamber of Deputies, 
and his view is confirmed by the re- 
port of Doctors BrovarpreTr and GRAN- 
CHER who have been investigating the 
subject in Germany for the French 
Minister of Commerce. The French Acade- 
my of Medicine has also decided in favor of 
American pork, and two journals, the 
Clairon and La France, are leading a popu- 
larcrasade against the prohibition, while 
the Council of Public Health and the Cham- 
bers of Commerce throughout France are 
all protesting against it. M. SIMONIN, a dis- 
tinguished economist, bas published an arti- 
cle in La France, in which he says: 

The war azainst American pork was becun and 
continued in the interest of aring of provectionist 
pork packers and raisers at Nantes, who want to 
monopolize the home market themselves. Now, it 
is high time that the French people should open 
gheir eves to the danger which Is now menaced by 
American reprisals. The reports of the Ameri- 
can Consuls to their Government have directed 
attention to the alleged xdulteration of Freueb 
wines. The analyses of the municipal laboratories 
of Paris iend color tw this charge.and perhaps give 
cause for the action of the American Congress. 
If the United States restrict or prohibit the im- 
portation of French another enormous 
loss wiil be inflicted on French commerce, and 
this at the very moment when our economic dis- 
turbance and diminishing exports are greatest. 
In the event of such prehibition, thiriy-seven and 
a half million francs wili be lost. thus making a 
‘otal of pearly one huudred million francs, and 
thus paying dearly forthe protection of a few 
pork packers of Nantes. 

On the whole, there isa strong likelihood 
that we will not have to test the virtue of a 
retaliatory policy. This attempt to cut off 
the meat raticns of the poorwili soon array 

the masses in violent opposition to the pro- 
tection rings, ard the prohibition will be 
abat.doned before we can perfeet a retalia- 
tory measure. A single vote in the Hou,e 
indicating that such a measure will pass ap- 
pears tv be ab -ut all that is needed.

He slept there the night before, too. 

It came about in this way: Kecent reference 
having been made to the fxct that there area 
great many fraudulent professional alms-seekers 
on the streets of all large cities, whose earnings 


exceed those of honest tolers, be treporter was | 


sent forth to investigate the matter and lay the 
result of bis inquiry in the shope of such an ar- 
ticle as this on his cily eaitor’s desk, The plan 
of procedure was an easy one, wiihin certain lim- 
its. It would pot be difficult to investicate one or 
two beggars’ conditions, but If the whole rank and 
file of paupeiism were to be hunted down, then 
the task was endless and almost hopeless. The 
reporter chose the easier alternative, and 
to make the work as Ilight and  gswilt 
as possibile, selected a, single, well-known 
beggar and made him the victim of the investiga- 


tion. 

Just this side of Morgan street near Fourth, 
when the crowd was passing last week backward 
and forward to catch a glimpse of the beautiful 
icy ruins of the St. Nicholas Hotet building, de- 
stroyed by fire, sat on a small box a beggar who 
has been a familiar sight on the streets for the 
pastthree or four years.

ater crowd; they are all in a hurry to get home 
apd won't stop to listen; besides, they are in 
groups, and you very seldom get anything out of 
a gang; sometimes you can work on the sympathy 
of a very young man with a_ girl, but 
not always. A crowd coming out of a 
theater or out of a church is 
no good for the beggar’s businegs. Neyer go into 
hotels; detectives will spot you, and the porter 
will fire you out. Never go into stores, in fact 
don’t try to leave the street: keep out-doors all 
the time; if youever dotry indoor begging, take 
to the saloons—you may sirike a jovial crowd and 
get a good handful ofsilver out of them. The best 
time to tackle a man is coming out of a bar-room, 
cigar store or restaurant; he’s just putting his 
change back in his pocket, and the chanees are 
if he has a dime or a nickel inthe pile you’ll get 
it. Never try to talk to a man in a hurry; always 
choose the leisured fellows; and if you ever ap- 
proach @ woman let it be an old and not a young 
oue; the girls will be afraid of you and run away. 

There are a dozen other things I might teu you,’ 
but you willlearn them yourself. One thing, bear 
in mind, hever get into collision with another 
street beggar. If one of them comes to you and 
orders you from his beat. dun’t stop to argue with 
him, but go somewhere else. Fights of that xind 
give the busibess away.” 

The biind man said a great deal more in the 
same vein, and, when he had washed, the family 
anid their guest sat down to the 
table to a supper of steak, cold rabbit, potatoes, 
biscuit and bread and butter.

The blind man looked the picture of health and 
stremgth,as he sat there eating as heartily as if 
he bad been rolling barrels on the levee all day 
long. Mis eyes, bereft of their goggles, looked a 
little bit watery in the light, but he appeared to 
see through them all right. A bappier or more 
comfortably situated blind beggar it was oot pos- 
sible to imagine. 

The reporter followed his instructions. He left 
the house after supper—it was then about 8 .30— 
rode down town on the front platform of a Market 
street car, and immediately proceeded to a beat 
selected for himself on the west side of Fifth, be- 
tween Pine and Locust. There were two other 
beggars there, but they did not interfere with the 
reporter, One of them asked him, how he was 
making out—that was all—and volunteered the in- 
formation that he had struck ninety cents during 
the wight. The first victim selected by the :eporter 
Was a white-headed and white-bearded gentieman 
in a long fur-trimmed overcoat, who listened ar- 
tenuively and gave the reporter a silver dime; 
then came otbers, young and middie-aged, who 
contributed nickels and dimes; one young 
woman of the half-world, who was going along 
with a messenger boy, gave twenty-five cents in 
one solid chunk and advised the recipient of her 
favor to go and buy a big drink and warm up, as 
it was acold night. In all, between tne hours of 
8:45 and 10:30 o’clock, eleven persons opened their 
pocKket-bouks to the pseudo-beggar—four gave ten 
cents each, six gave five, and the cemi-mondaine’s 
quarter made a tetal of ninety-five cents; to this 
the reporter added a quarier of bis own and went 
back to the bouse on Eugenia street feeling that 
he had done a magnificent night's’ work. The 
blind nan was still up, sitting in the kitchen with 
a pair of silver-rimmed spectacles on, reading the 
Post-DisPaTou, for which he ig a reguiar sub- 
scriber. 

“How did you do?” 
shivering reporter tovk aseat by the stove. 

“One dollar and thirty cents,” the reporter 
answered through bis chattering teeth. 

“There, now,” said the ex-blind man, enthus- 
lastically ; ‘“‘what did I tell you?”’ 

The reporter replied that he never believed 
until now that there were such big profits in beg- 
gary.

Some talk about the reporter’s alleced family 
and his exaggerated losses and sufferings fol- 
lowed, When the old man retired to bed, going 
up stairs, and the reporter was soon snoring in 
the cot. 

ABOUT 8 O'CLOCK IN THE MORNING 

the reporter, after an excellent breakfast of the 
game eharacter almost as the supper, started out 
to work the “backdoor racket.” He chose the 
southern part of the city for his territory. The 
first place he struck, on Eightn street near Lynch, 
he got two big huaks of butierless hard bread; 
the next place, on the same street, near Pesta- 
lozzi, he gota pretty fair pork sandwich and a 
glass of milk, but no coin; tne third place on Pes- 
talozzi near Ninth, he rapped ata back door and 
the vois® brought a fat black woman to the door; 
he made his appeal, whieh brought forward a cup 
of the muddiest-looking coffee mortal eyes ever 
lit upon, and a plate of potatoes and fish, probably 
gsh heads. The negress handed them out, and 
invited the reporter to sit down on ‘de do’ step 
an’ eat ha’ty.” She closed the door and the re- 
porter fied, leaving the steaming banquet to cool 
in the snow. That was enough of the back door 
racket for hbim. He hurried to his room in the 
central part of town, threw off jis disguise, and 
enjoyed himself until nightfall when the disguise 
was resumed and the blind man’s house in 
Eugenia street sought out again. 

“Qnly 30 cents,” said the reporter, sorrowfully, 
as he entered. 

“That’s bothing,” said the blind man, who had 
not veen hore lotig. “It's a good beginning. 
You’)! do better to-morrow.” 

The reporter then handed over his change, and. 
until supper was ready, told his adveutures, in- 
venting probably a dozen or more to entertain his 
host and hostess. During sapper the Rost told 
something about himself by way of encouraging 
the beginner. ‘This was what the reporter was 


| brought upon him led him to adopt begging as a 
profession. MAeleft Buffalo when he had aceu- 
mulated funds enough to get away, because he 
was too well known there. He re- 
moved to Chicago and pursued his 
calling there until 1879, working 
both State and Madison streets until 1879, when 
one of the newspapers exposed him and he was 
obliged to lie low awhile. He made the business 
pay during the four or five years he was in Cbi- 
cago, and now owns two frame buiidings on 
Twelfth street in that city, near the Wabash 
Depot, and has a $4,000 mortgageon a Clark 
street saloon-keeper’s building that brings him in 
$400 a year. In 1880 he came nere, bought the 
house on Fucenia streetfor $2.200 and took his 
Stand on Franklin avenue, near Ninth street, 
Where be remained until the day after the St. 
Nicholas fire. Then he moved to Fourth, near 
Morgan. Since coming here he had bought two 
lots on Grand avenue and bullt a tenement house 
in Lowell which ytelas him $60 a month over 
taxes, renairs, ete. His business yields him $2 to 
$6 und $7 a day and easily $20 to $50 a week. His 
elder daughter goes to school, the young one begs 
victuals, dows the “back door racket,’ not with a 
view to having the grub used at the bloated beg- 
gar’s table, but In the hope of cetting money wii 
the feod. Sometimes the little girl got 40 or 50 
ceuts in a dav. 

Being asked if he wasn’t afraid of the nieghbors 
or police, he answered no. “We have nothing tu 
do with the neitghbors;:” saidhe, “don’t Know 
their names, and | dou’t suppose they know ours. 
All they can deo is gossip, but so long as they don’t 
get it tniothe newspapers we don’tcare, The 
police will not bother us; they never do.”’ 

After supper the reporter went down to Fifth 
street and collected 95 ev nts on the same old beat 
in less than two bours; fourteen people contribu- 
ted, five giving dimes and pine nickels. This 
went ito the ex-blind man’s bank. Then the 
reporter went to sleep in the cot beside the 
Kitchen stove. He was upearly this murning 
und hurried to the office, where he scon got to 
work writing thts articie. He finds. newspaper 
reporting a harder and less profitable way of 
making a living than street begging. Still ne pre- 
fers being a reporter, 

When the bDiind man sees this articlein his 
Post-DIsPATCH to-night he will open bis eyes 
and emulate the Captaim of the Pinafore in the 
use Of the big, big D.

John Anderson Carries His Own 
Commitment to the Work 
House. 


A Man Who Was Arrested for Trying to Occu- 
py the Bench With Judge Van Wagoner—A 
Four Courts Crank Refuses Clemency—Odd 
Stories About a Curious Class. 


Ameng the prisoners who took passage at 2 
o’clock this afternoon in tlie Black Mariah for the 
City Work House was John Anderson, one of the 
army of cranks that hauntsethe temple of the 
blind goddess at Twelfth and Clark avenue. Aim- 
lessly meandering from floor to floor, warming 
up at the steam coils, or supporting the iron pil- 
lars, these half demented, poor wretches while 
away the time which bangs beavily on their hanas. 
The janitors and police make regular raids on the 
halls and corridors, driving the men out of the 
building. On last Monday Anderson was dis- 
turbed several times during the day by the offic- 
ers, and at last determined to get out of their way. 
He entered the Eleventh streer door and started 
up-stairs to explore the eastern tower. On re- 
turning to the second story, he lost himself fn the 
narrow passages in the rear of the Criminal 
Court, and after trying to get into the Judge’s 
room, the Circuit <Attorney’s office and 
the officers’ sleeping room, « his gaze 
fell ou the little door at the 


end of the dark, narrow passage. Hearing the 
fuotsteps of Night-watchbman McLane ou the 
landing, be hastily pulled the door open and 
jumped up the few steps, handing tn the glare of 
tue lights of the Criminai Court beside Judze Van 
Wagouer. The Judge Was considerably sur- 
prised to flud a visiter entering through his pri- 
vate door unannouneed, and occupying the place 
of bonor reserved by the presiding Judge for ju- 
dictal visitors. The fat, greasy face of the visitor 
attractea the attention of every eye. but he aid 
hot remain lougin his position of honor as tne 
night watehman arrived a moment iater and 
lanued Anderson in ahold-over cell. Yesterday 
he was arraigned vefore Judge Cady on a charge 
of trespassing. He pleaded guilty and was fined 
$50. After the docket Was disposed of the judge 
relented and granted hima siay Until 6p. m. Ww 
leave the city. Atthis clemeucy 
ANDERSON WAS VERY MUCH ANNOYED 

and was overjoyed to learn that he need not avall 
limseliof the kindness. He rematued in the 
city and called on tue marshal several times to 
ascertain 1 te evuld go to the Work House. A 
commitment was made out aud given tohim. He 
started oul to present it at the Work House gate, 
but returued a few minutes later and said the day 
Was too co.d to walk without a driuk.As the limit 
of time arrived he was warned to leave bué replied 
“On, lL don’t want to leave. I’ve got uo place tu 
jvoany bet erthan this. I waut to go to the 

‘ork House until wiater is over.” -He could not 
be persuaded tu leave, and he was accordingly 
locked up, and to-day sent to the Work House. 

Besides the tramps who loiter about the bulld- 
ing there are several well-dressed men who can 
be found any day of tne year on the benches of 
tue courts. They arrive at 9 a. m., in time for the 
opening of the Police Court session, and at 10 
o’cluck they go up stairs to the Criminal Court or 
Court ot Crimiuai Correction to listen to heavier 
law. There 1s no sociadiilty between 
frequenters of the cvurts, who 
apart from one another, rarely 
exchanging a word, although they 
have met every day for months. Among the 
nuinber isan old Scotchman who comes ivaded 
duwn with newspapers. He selects the most re- 
tired seat-iIn the room and putting on his specta- 
cles he goes turough his buudle of papers without 
paying the slightest aitention to the proceedings 
alihe bar. The old fellow was once a successful 
wholesale grocer but failed in business and ts 
now living with some relative. Heis as regular 
avouL everything else as heis about his attehd- 
ance in court,

What Abbey’s Jaunt is Costing 
Him. 

Nilsson’s Exploit—Local Theaters—“The 

Musketeers” at the Grand — Stage 
Splinters and Gossip.

New YorK, January 16.—Several managers of 
theatrical porte were seated in the Morton 
House iast evening discussing “Abbey and the 
Metropolitan Elephant,” as they termed It. “Yes, 
it is af elephant, and the biggest one Abbey ever 
attempted to ride,” gaid one, “T see it is report- 
ed that he has already lost $53,000 during the 
present season.

$900 in receipts. There were nine singers 


and the orchestra contained seventy-seven pieces. 
At least three of the singers and some of the 
orchestra received between $40 and $50 for their 
night’s work. Taking into consideration the pay of 
the remainder of the performers, gas bills, adver- 
tising, ete., 1 am greatly mistaken if Abbey is not 
out of pocket at the least possiciefigure $500. So it 
is with the opera. Abbey jias attempted too much. 
He pays his artists fabulous prices [or their ser- 
vicés,and expects to reaptie Devetit of giving such 
extraordinary entertaiuments from the public 
purse, I tuink he is already too well aware of his 
mistake. Such exorbitant wages must 
not be paid, then a good manager may hope to 
score great financial success in Itallan opera,

ANYBODY'S RACE YET. 


Reflections on the Question as to 
Who Will Next be “His Bx- 
cellency.”? 

A Sketch of a Great Boom Which Met 
Disaster—Various Facts and Factors 
That Will Enter Into the Final Con- 
test.

It would require a great head to prophesy 
with any degree of accuracy at this time what 
will be the result of the coming gubernational 
fight, the preliminary skirmishes of which are 
already beginning to attract the altention of non- 
political: folks all overthe State. The woods 
are full, however, of six-by-nine prophets who 
have mistaken a large {gall for an extraordinary 
growth of brain matter, and the inquiring citizen 


ean obtain a most profound opinion, which rec- 
ognizes no such possibility as error, by going no 
further than the next corner. As a matter of 
fact, the factors which are to enter into this 
problem are not ail Known as yet, and an attem pt 
to solve it at this time is no more rational than 
would be an attempt to determine the value of x 
without Knowing the other side of the equation. 
Somewhere in liistory or scripture there was a 
hittle boy who kept at the head of his class all 
week, to the amazement and delight of a large 
family, who discovered, alter properly rewarding 
bim, that the balance of the class had 
been laid up with thecroup at their respective 
homes during the week in question. The next 
week he was at the foot.

ESCAPE FROM A POSITION OF JEOPARDY. 

In view, therefore, of the uncertain state of the 
issues, the unorganized condition of the respect- 
ive armies and the remoteness of the de- 
ciding struggle there is little encpurage- 
ment to speculate on results. A few 
facis bearing upon the present situation, and a 
brief discussion of a big boom which was origin- 
aied a year ago, Will be read, however, with in- 
terest. 

Last winter at Jefferson City the organization 
of public guardians to which reference his*al- 
ready been made was formed.

Louis end of it. Gov. Criltenden, owing to his 
friendship for Mr. McEntire, and his aspirations 
for further political preierment Was counied as.iu 
ful sympathy with the movement, waile Fine 
Earr, his private secretary, was luitiated lato full 
membership, aud promised one of the nicest 
places on the State tickot. The St. Louis end of 
the organization had certain things to accomplish 
in the Legisiature, and were willing to trade off 
all the oilices on the State tickel for the purpose 
of accoipplishing them. In the first 
place, they wanted the felony ciause 
knocked out of the Jonnson gambling 
law, so that the boys could ruu without taking 
any more serious chances than would be involved 
in going before the Court of Criminal Correction 
ou a misdemeanor charge. Their solicitude was 
not, of course, for the boys, but wasfor the wel- 
fare of the city of St. Louis, the business of 
which, as Mr. Hathaway dolorousiy related, was 
becoming absolutely stagnated by the absence of 
@ gumbling-house MAlispring. 

Next. the organization aesirea to have a little bill 
passed which would make a large number of local 
offices elective that had, upto that time, been 
appotnlive. Appoiulive offices are not subject 
to assessinent by the honorary members of the 
Central Committee, Wich is, IN a measure, em- 
barrassing.

honorary members. This, how- 
ever. was not the cousi deration 
which i: fluenced the gentlemen who 
wanted the law changed.

Campbell once chased McChesney out of his 
office. Gen. Marmaduke, ou the other band, was 
Gov. Crittenden’s opponent tiiree years ago, and 
the asperities engendered by tuat campaigu and 
the deposition proceedings wiich followed, nave 
been but tittle softened by time.

And where will Senator Vest be meanwhile?
